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1. The Kang Kén Military Academy was opened at Yul-1i (125-7, 39-00) (¥D-4120) on 
30 December 1951. The school buildings are about two kilometers south of the 
Sonkyosri junction, on the road to Songwon (126-06, 38-51) (BU-48O4). The 
Sonkyo-ri junction is near the pedestrian bridge leading to the: P'y8ngyang 
railroad station across the Taedong River. There were 800 students at the 
school, of which 300 were being trained for service in the artillery corps, 
and. the. remainder in infantry tactics. Students at the school study from 
8:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m.3 then they have 30 minutes of close order drill; they 
engage-in combat drill from 2:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m.; they have a one-hour 
discussion period in the evening. The training was said by some students to 
take one year, but they were not certain of this. The artillery section at the
